They talked with 
Mr. Nixon shortly after they met 
with John W. Dean 3d, Mr. Mit- 
chell and others. 

The two tapes were made three 
days after the June 17, 1972, 
break-in at Democratic party 
headquarters in the Watergate of- 
fice building. They were among 
nine tapes subpoenaed by the 
Watergate special ’prosecutor. 


WASHINGTON. Nor. 21 fAP). 
— Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger said today that the 
United States could not change 
its Middle East policy because of 
the Arab oil embargo and warn- 
ed that American counter-meas- 
ures may be necessary. 

He said at a press conference 
that “it is clear" that if the Arab 
shutdown of oil to the United 
States continues unreasonably 
and indefinitely, “the United 
States will have to decide what 
counter-measures are necessary.” 

However, he said, “we hope it 
wont come to tliis.” The Nixon 
administration’s hope is that the 
Arabs will decide that the United 
States is acting “in an even- 
handed effort to find a just and 
honorable peace In the Middle 
Bast." he said. 

Mr. Kissinger said American 
policy was outlined to the Arab 
foreign ministers at the United 
Nations in September and re- 
mains constant to this date. That 
policy is to “move forward" to 
the beginning of negotiations that 
will bring “a just and lasting 
peace." 

Mr. Kissinger said the Arabs 
have two' alternatives in dealing 
with the United States: to con- 
sider the performance of the 
United States in working for 
peace or to try to pressure the 
United States by a series of ac- 
tions such as the oil embargo. 

The secretary stressed several 
times during his 50-minute press 
conference that American policy 
will not be changed by pressures. 

In stating that UH. counter- 
measures may be necessary, the 
secretary declined to speculate 
on an eventuality he said the 
United States hoped would not 
come about. 

Mr. K issi n ger said there is a 
firm, understanding among -the 
parties that . could see the 
beginning of a peace conference 
in the middle of December. He 
added that an agreement is ex- 
pected during the next week on 
what nations wm participate and 
where the conference will be held. 

Replying to a question, Mr. 
Kissinger said that both the 
United States and China are in- 
terested in stability in Asia and 
that it is understood this process 
will be helped by the action of 
both powers. 

But he stopped short of stat- 
ing there would be cooperation 
between Peking and Washington 
In cooling off the Vietnam war 
or the Cambodian conflict. 

He said, however, that the 
United States is hopeful that the 
stability of the region “will net 
be exacerbated by the actions of 
others." 

This was an apparent refer- 
ence to North Vietnam and the 
possibility of a dry-season of- 
fensive developing in South Viet- 
nam. 

Mr. Kissinger also acknowledged 
that the Middle Bast crisis created, 
“serious differences” fax the At- 
lantic alliance but said the differ- 
ences were not really new but 
“reflected the strains which were 
apparent during a good part of 
this year.” 


Speaking tost night at a din n er 
for Foreign Minister Abba Eban 
of Israel, Mr. Kissinger said the 
United States and Israel have 
finally achieved “the direct ne- 
gotiations that was their goal” 
“Together we shall achieve a

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (WP). 
— The Soviet Union probably 
shipped nuclear weapons into 
Egypt during the October Arab- 
Israeli war, UH. officials now 
believe. 

These weapons are still be- 
lieved to be in Egypt, although 
undoubtedly under strict Russian 
control 

The weapons are believed to be 
atomic warheads for mobile So- 
viet-built Scud missDes, also 
shipped to Egypt at same point 
either before or during the Mid- 
dle East fighting. 

[In Cairo a government spokes- 
man described tbe report of Rus- 
sian nuclear weapons in Egypt 
as “absolutely without founda- 
tion," according to the Associated 
Press. 

[Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger said in Washington at 
a news conference today that it 
would be “a very grave matter” 
if the Russians had introduced 
nuclear weapons into Egypt. He 


also said that there Is “no con- 
firmatory evidence” that the 
Russians have done so.] 

The Scud missiles have a range 
estimated at between 160 to 180 
miles, long enough to bring Is- 
raeli cities within, reach of these 
weapons if launched from the 
northeastern sectors of Egypt. 

During the 18-day war, which 
began Oct. 6, there had been un- 
confirmed reports that the Rus- 
sians had Shipped roughly 20 of 
these missiles into Egypt. Then 
on Nov. 2 it was reported that 
UJ5. intelligence was virtually 
certain that the Russians hpd in 
fact sent the missiles to Egypt. 

At tbe time it was felt that tile 
missiles were armed with conven- 
tional high-explosive warheads 
rather than atomic devices. At a 
meeting with newsmen that same 
day, however, a senior defense 
official— who asked not to be 
identified—' was questioned about

British Coal Miners Reject 
Government Pay Rise Offer

LONDON, NOV. 21 <NYT>.— 
Britain’s energy crisis took an- 
other turn for the worse today 
with the refusal of the coal 
miners' national leadership to ac- 
cept a government proposal to 
end a pay dispute. 

The miners began halting all 
overtime work last week In an 
effort to force the government 
Into a favorable wage settlement. 
The slowdown reduced coal pro- 
duction by 20 percent last week 
and the percentage was reported 
rising this week. 

Fully 70 percent of Britain's 
electrical power comes from coal- 
burning generators and about 
22 percent of Britain's house- 
holds are heated by coal. Coal 
suppliers are reporting sporadic 
panic buying by the public. 

The 27-man executive commit- 
tee of the National Onion of 
Mineworkers unanimously reject- 
ed a revised pay offer from the 
National Coal Board, which runs 
the state-owned Industry, and 
ordered a continuation of the 
overtime ban. 

More Blackouts 

The committee's decision in- 
creased the likelihood of power 
blackouts during the dark winter 
months and raised further ques- 
tions about the economic pro- 
gram of Prime Minister Edward 
Heath, who has been trying to 
contain inflation by holding down 
wage Increases in key industries. 

Labor disruptions In the coal- 
mining and electrical engineering 
Industries were blamed by Mr. 
Heath last week far creating the 
conditions requiring him to de- 
clare a national state of energy 


emergency. The uncertain' out- 
look on oil supplies from the 
Middle East wa s cited as another 
principal factor. ' 

Yesterday, the-*' electrical power 
engineers also refused to call off 
their own ban on work during 
certain hours. The engineers 
supervise the power stations and 
operate Britain's national grid 
system of electrical distribution. 

Like the coal miners, the en- 
gineers are demanding wage in- 
creases that go beyond the limita- 
tions Imposed under Phase-3 of 
the government's economic pro- 
gram, which generally restricts 
wape increases to 7 percent. A 
capitulation by the government 
to either union's demands would 
establish a precedent for other 
unions to follow and might lead 
to a total collapse of the current 
system of wage restrictions. 

The leaders of the miners' 
union Indicated today that they 
would not reconsider their deci- 
sion until Dec. 13. when the na- 
tional committee’s next meeting 
is scheduled. This Implies that 
the work slowdown* and produc- 
tion losses will continue for per- 
haps six weeks more, since the 
union's full membership would 
have to vote on any proposed 
settlement.

Interior Chief Says East V.S. 
Will Face Possible Brownouts 


WASHINGTON, NOV. 21 (IHT). 
—interior Secretary Rogers C3. 
Morton said today that the East- 
ern United States faces possible 
power brownouts, by next month 
because of the fuel crisis and 
said it oauld be even worse after 
the first of the year.' 

Mr Morton said that petroleum 
supplies will be about; 8 percent 
below current consumption by the 
end of the year. He said the 
shortage could jump to 30 percent 
during the first quarter of 1874, 

substantially higher than previous 

official estimates. 

In his energy message earlier 
this month, Preaidebt Nixon esti- 
mated. that petroleum shortages 
might radge between 10 and 17 
percent. The United States- cur- 
rently consumes an estimated 17 
million barrels of oil a day. 

Meanwhile. Under Secretary of 
State William J. Porter said that 
the United States would not allow

Lincoln had retired 14 months 
before. 

“Officially, the meeting con- 
sisted of Kissinger, Kissinger and 
Schleslnger/’ a council aide com- 
mented. 

Attending as the intelligence 
adviser was William K Colby, the 
director of the Central Intel- 
ligence Agency. Adm, Thomas 
H. Moorer. the chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, attended 
as the military adviser.

Oil Firms Warn France of Cuts Next Month 


By Clyde H. Farnsworth 
PARIS. Nov. 21 (NYT"i.— Inter- 
national oil companies have 
served notice on France that 
they will be forced next month 
to cut their deliveries here by 10 
to 15 percent because of the 
worldwide petroleum squeeze. 

This comes as an embarrass- 
ment to the French government, 
which has maintained that 
France will not be hurt by the 
Arab oil production cuts because 
of its “privileged" position In the 
Arab world. 

Jean Charbonnel, Minister for 
Science and Industrial Develop- 
ment, sought to allay fears of 
troubles here by announcing that 
France has more than a three- 
month supply of oil stocks, that 
supplies are coming into France 
normally and that producing na- 
tions are not placing any obstacles 
in the way of supplies. 

But he added, "there could, 
however, be problems with the 
international companies." 

ffla remarks, made In a cabi- 
net meeting today, were reported 
to newsmen by Jean-Phllippe lie- 
cat. the Information Minister. 

The major non-French oil com- 


panies are diverting non-Arab 
oil that would normally go to 
France to other countries in short 
supply, where, as a result, prices 
are higher. 

On High Seas 

Some Arab oil could also be 
diverted from France because 
once the oil is on the high seas 
it Is difficult for sinyone but the 
companies operating the tankers 
to control its destination. 

Frequently, supertankers round 
the southern Up of Africa from 
the Persian Gull still not know- 
ing at what port their cargo will 
be discharged. 

No precise details are available 
on the way the companies are 
moving the oil- But the overall 
effects are to mitigate the Impact 
of the Arab oil embargo. 


The Netherlands, for Instance, 
which Is on the Arab embargo 
list— along with the United States, 
is getting a large amount of non- 
Arab oil, some of which could 
be oil destined tor France. 

The companies argue that they 
have to allocate oil equally to 
all customers because ot the 
overall reduction in supplies. 

That same point was made re- 
cently by the French - owned 
Compagnle Francaise des Fitroles 
when it told Japanese customers 
they would be gettin g 25 to 30 
percent less oil from CFP fields 
In Algeria. 

And It is the point that the 
non-French companies, which are 
believed to include the Royal 
Dutch Shell group, British Petro- 
leum, Mobil Oil and Exxon, have 
made to their French customers.

28 U.S. Ambassadorial Posts 
Open Despite Kissinger Vow 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 CAP). 
—The list of countries without a 
US. ambassador is depressingly 
long, and the Middle East war is 
partly to blame, according to 
State Department officials. 

Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger told the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee on Sept. 7 
that he intended to fill every 
vacant post within two months 
after his confirmation. Two 
months later, 28 of the 136 posts 
still are vacant. 

The outbreak of the Arab-Is- 
raell war on Oct. 6 and Mr. Kis- 
singer's subsequent endeavors to 
halt the conflict and to find a 
peace formula pushed the ambas- 
sadorial appointments well down 
on the agenda. 

Slowing the process even fur- 
ther was Mr. Kissinger's determi- 
nation to resist pressure to glre 
ambassadorial pests as a reward 
lor political services. 

On career diplomats. Mr. Kis- 
singer said: "It will be my inten- 
tion... to appoint people of the 
highest excellence to every posi- 
tion... I would place mare em- 
phasis on the quality of the man 
than necessarily on the foreign 
policy experience." 

Other delaying factors, which 
predate Mr. Kissinger's confirma- 
tion, are the sounding out of 
members of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, which must 
confirm the appointment, and 
obtaining approval of the ap- 
pointee by the country to which 
he is to be posted. 

: In addition, there is the reluc- 
tance of potential candidates to 
leave private industry or adminis- 
trative positions because of the 
heavy drain on their personal 
finances in representing the 
United States abroad. 

Since Mr. Kissinger's confirma- 
tion on Sept. 22, only three am- 
bassadors have been nominated 
to vacant posts: Henry Byrcade 
to Pakistan, Rudolph Aggrey to 
■Senegal and Gambia, and Stuart 
N. Scott to Portugal. In a special 
category, Herman F, Eilts was 
named on Nov. 7 as ambassador 
tq Egypt, a country with which 


normal diplomatic relations are 
scheduled to be restored follow- 
ing a break during the 1967 
Arab- Israeli conflict. 

The posts vacant are in Ar- 
gentina, Bangladesh. Bulgaria, 
Burma, Chile, Colombia, Hi Sal- 
vador, Fiji, Guatemala, Haiti, 
Jamaica, Japan. Kenya. Cambo- 
dia, Libya, Mali, Mauritius, 
New Zealand, Niger, Romania, 
Rwanda, Sweden, the Soviet 
Union, Tonga, Uganda, Western 
Samoa, the mission to the Or- 
ganization for Economic Coopera- 
tion and Development in Paris 
and the mission to the European 
office of the United Nations in 
Geneva. 

Frequent Visits 

In the past, the vacancy in 
the Moscow post since January 
would have been considered a 
vacuum in diplomatic relations 
with a major power. ' Officials 
say, however, that Mr. Kissinger's 
frequent visits to Moscow, where 
he conducts relations with Com- 
munist party chief Leonid I. 
Brezhnev, to addition to his 
regular meetings with Ambassador 
Anatoly F. Dobrynin here, partly 
offset this vacuum. 

Officials admit that one prob- 
lem is finding a man equal in 
stature to David K. E. Bruce, who 
represents the United States in 
its Peking mission end who is 
regarded as the best nonprofes- 
tlonal diplomat serving abroad. 

“How can we send a man of 
lesser stature to Moscow?" an of- 
ficial asked. 

There are countries where the 
ambassadorial post probably will 
remain vacant for same' time. 
They include Libya and Uganda, 
whose leaders have been un- 
complimentary in their com- 
ments about the United States. 
There appears to be no hurry to 
fin the post in Sweden, vacant 
for 15 months, although Mr. Kis- 
singer told the senators he in- 
tended to review the status of 
relations with that country.

No details of the new executive, 
which will exercise the Jfxzrited 
self-government that Britain will 
return to Ulster, were announced 
tonight.

When the talks ended, Mr.

Party Chiefs Pleased 

“Of course, we are all very 
pleased,” Mr. Whitelaw said. “We 
would not be human if we were 
not.” The three party leaders 
said that they, too. were satisfied. 

Success In forming a power- 
sharing executive was the key to 
the whole pacification plan that 
Mr. Whitelaw has pursued since 
he came here 20 months ago when 
Britain Imposed direct rule over 
the province. By writing a con- 
stitution that requires that any 
government be a coalition of Prot- 
estant and Catholic groups. Brit- 
ain hoped to end one-party Prot- 
estant hegemony and Catholic 
resistance in the province. 

Since elections during the sum- 
mer. Mr. Faulkner has cone to 
speak for less than half the 
Protestant members of the assem- 
bly and his political influence has 
diminish ed steadily up to now. 

Other Fi'otestant groups have 
rejected power sharing and re- 
fused to participate in the execu- 
tive. They are expected to pro- 
vide fierce and steady opposition 
once the new body takes power. 

If the executive fails to pro- 
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duce results, the opposition could 
quickly capture overwhelming 
support in the Protestant com- 
munity. 

There was disagreement until 
the very last as to the distribu- 
tion of seats on the executive, 
and it has not been announced 
yet what this distribution will be. 


Last weekend, the plan was to 
give Mr. Faulkner six seats with 
four going to the SDLP, one to 
Alliance and one to be held 
vacant at the discretion of tha 
British. Today, it was suggested 
that the 12 seats may ha^ve been 
Increased to 15. with Mr. Faulkner 
still having at least a plurality.

Curtis Jackson Prock of Donnelly. Idaho. Is scheduled for 
arraignment In Albuquerque on Dec. 3 on five counts of violat- 
ing and conspiracy to violate the Lacey Act. the UB. marshal's 
office at Boise. Idaho said. The Lacey Act prohibits inter- 
state shipment of animals taken in violation of state law’s. 

Mr. Prock. an internationally known guide, was indicted 
on Oct. 23 by a federal grand jury in Albuquerque after a 
State Game Department investigation. He was arretted in 
Idaho on Nov. ll and released without bond. 

The state investigation uncovered at least 10 commercial 
jaguar hunts near Magdalena. Nil. between August 1972. 
and March. 

Released From Cage 

State game and wildlife officials said a client would be 
led through the area, believing that a wild jaguar had been 
spotted. A track would be found and then a Jaguar allegedly 
would be released from a hidden cage. Then hunting dogs 
would be released and corner the animal far an easy choi, 

State and federal Investigators said Mr. Prock probably 
bought all the Jaguars from zoos or animal dealers within 
the United States. An investigator said most of the hunters 
were "rich medical doctors.” 

The U.S. indictment also listed five alleged instances in 
which Mr. Prock shipped jaguar pelts between states. The 
Interior Department lists the Jaguar as a rare and endangered 
species and Importing pelts has been illegal since 1971, the 
Bureau of Fisheries and Wildlife said.

SAIC-ON, Nov. 21 (UFIL— A 
government infantry battalion 
backed by artillery battled Viet 
Cong commandos supported by 
mortars in heavy fighting in the 
Mekong delta, the high command 
said today. 

It s&ld both sides were at- 
tempting to secure the rice pad- 
dies and their grain crop along 
the north bank of the Mekong, 
50 miles southwest of Saigon. 

In Cambodia, reports said rebel 
troops captured a hilltop over- 
looking Highway 4 to the sea and 
seized seven miles of the read, 
strengthening their control of one 
of Plinom Penh's supply routes.

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He said government troops were 
supported by artillery fire and 
the Communists by mortars, but 
he denied reports that govern- 
ment planes made air strikes dur- 
ing the day.

Thus Mr. Nixon, in his Saturday night 
questlon-and-answer session with the As- 
sociated Press managing editors, elaborated 
on his reasons for failing to cany his fight 
to protect the secrecy of the White Bouse 
tapes subpoenaed by Archibald Cox to the 
Supreme Court. We cite at some length his 
remarks on the subject because they strike 
us as characteristic of the quality of the 
president's defense as a whole. It is marked 
by a perpetual shifting of argument, a series 
of astounding assumptions and a facility for 
distorting the facts of the case. 

Consider only the quotation we have cited. 
Mr. Nixon, who on Oct. 20 was declaring he 
was “confident” he would have won an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court but didn’t think 
K would be wise to leave the question open 
for the time it would take the Supreme Court 
to rule, now suggests that the prospect of 
losing was a strong factor In his decision not 
to appeal. So far as astounding assumptions 
are concerned, we Invite your attention to 
the President’s assumption that a Supreme 
Court ruling against him would have been 
of dubious constitutionality (surely the thing 
works the other way round). And finally, on 
the facts of the matter, does anyone have 
any doubt that the reason the President 
abandoned bis plan to seek a Supreme Court 
test was that he considered he had a better 
chance of preserving the secrecy of the tapes 
by cooking up his so-called "compromise” or 
that he ultimately only agreed to release 
them to Judge Sirica as a consequence of 
the uproar brought on by his mishandling of 
Mr. Cox and the issue as a whale? 

* * * 

Yesterday we addressed ourselves to Mr. 
Nixon’s discussion of his taxes and to his 
misuse of two of his predecessors in the 
course of Justifying Ills actions. Today we 
will deal briefly with the President's argu- 
ments concerning the Watergate ease it- 
self. 

Mr. Nixon’s observations on the Watergate 
case, of course, revolved around the twin 
Issues of Mir. Cox and the forbidden tapes. 
Zt is at least curious that the President, who 
had a great deal to do with delaying Mr. Cox’s 
investigation, had the temerity to complain 
about that delay. Thus Mr. Nixon, who ear- 
nestly discussed the reasons it had taken 
him so long to discover that two of the 
tapes did not exist and who, at least by 
indirection, acknowledged that he himself 
had been in a protracted and time-consum- 
ing legal battle with the special prosecutor 
concerning the White House documents that 
would be made available to the prosecution. 
In the same breath observed that the special 
prosecutor had taken much too long to get 
his cases into court. What does Mr. Nixon 
think Archibald Cox was doing for much of 
that time — if not battling the White House 
In order to acquire the material he regarded 
as necessary to bring those cases in an 
orderly and effective way, material which 
Mr. Nixon sought to deny him? 

When Mr. Nixon observed that Assistant 
Attorney General Henry Petersen, who was 
replaced on the Watergate case by Mr. Cox, 
claimed to have had the case 90 percent 


completed when It was put in Mr. Cox’s 
hands, he again misled, his audience. That is 
because. In the Hist place, Henry Petersen 
was referring exclusively to the case con- 
cerning the burglary of Democratic head- 
quarters on June 17. 1972. and the sub- 
sequent cover-up, and In the second place, 
because Mr. Petersen’s claim referred to a 
period before it had been revealed that any 
White House tapes even existed— a revelation 
that inevitably produced attempts on the 
part of the special prosecutor to gain access 
to this potentially crucial new evidence. 

Nor does the President’s explanation of 
his delay In informing the court of the non- 
existence of two of the subpoenaed tapes 
overwhelmingly persuade. If Mr. Nixon is so 
clear in his mind that he made the June 20, 
1972, phone call to John Mitchell on a White 
House telephone that was not part of his 
recording system— he even recalls that he 
was on his way in to dinner when he placed 
the call— how could it have taken him from 
late September to late October to ascertain 
this fact? How is it, for that matter, that 
he wasn’t aware there was no such tape back 
in July when Mr. Cox subpoenaed a tape of 
the call? if Mr. Nixon is now only deduc- 
ing from the absence of a tape that he 
must have made the call on the phone in 
question, he is merely offering us a theory, 
not an assertion of fact — and If, on the con- 
trary, he is offering a clear recollection of 
fact, there is hardly any explanation for the 
many months it took him to remember to 
disclose it. 

The case for the President’s delay in 
discovering the nonexistence of a tape of 
his crucial April 15 conversation with John 
Dean is not much more persuasive. The Pres- 
ident is known to have spent many hours on 
June 4 listening to tapes of conversations 
he'd had with Mr. Dean; the April 15 con- 
versation was among their most important 
talks; and Mr. Cox subpoenaed this tape also 
in mid-July. Mr. Nixon, however, asks us to 
accept his argument that he did not discover 
that there was no tape until late September 
and that he had less sense of urgency about 
finding it -than he had about the others be- 
cause only Mr. Cox — and not the Ervin 
committee — had asked for It. Since the 
President did not Intend to produce 
tapes for the Ervin committee In any event, 
and since the Ervin committee (unlike Mr. 
Cox) lost Its case in court to gain access to 
them, it Is hard to see how the Ervin com- 
mittee requests could have figured so promi- 
nently in Mr. Nixon’s actions at the time. 
* * * 

So much for Mr. Nixon's capacity to twist 
beyond recognition the already complex 
matter of the tapes. And so much for his 
desire once and for all to clarify these 
matters with candor. Because the President 
has attached such great importance to this 
latest “once and for all” effort to set the 
record straight, we think it equally impor- 
tant to examine his words and the facts to 
which he alludes with great care. Therefore, 
we intend to return to the subject of Opera- 
tion Candor. There is yet much to discuss.

Short Stay 

Was it all a marvelous dream, 
a myth created from a martyred 
death? Or Is there something 
significant and lasting In the life 
and death of John Kennedy 
which merits the glowing memory 
of his short stay In the center 
of the world, stage and . teache s 
us something about the pressing 
needs of the world today? 

The fact that we pause to re- 
member these 10 years is itself 
a worldwide phenomenon. In 
every major country, hundreds 
of hours of prime national trie- 
vision time will be devoted to 
recalling the stccry of this young 
man who was President for two 
years, 10 months and two days. 

I remember the moments of 
joy and tragedy that marked that 
short reign. 

I remember that clear, crisp, 
cold morning in January, 1961, 
when John Kennedy, looking 
even younger than his 43 years, 
dressed in a top hat and morn- 
ing coat, drove the three miles 
up Constitution Avenue to the 
Capitol to be sworn in as Presi- 
dent of the United States. No- 
body who beard, his words that 
day will forget them— they were 
a call to a generation to step 
forward and take its responsibil- 
ity in leading a dangerous world. 

I remember a night in April 
three months later, after the in- 
vasion of the Bay of Pigs had 
failed on the beaches of Cuba, 
lines of fatigue were etched on 
toe face of a man who no longer 
appeared young. John Kennedy 
was a stranger to failure, and 
this was the worst setback of 
his life. He walked out the side 
door of his office onto the path 
that winds around the south 
lawn of the White House and 
there, in the darkness, far two 
hours, I saw him walk alone, 
head down, hands in pockets. It 
was a striking view of the lone- 
liness of toe American presidency. 


Vienna in 1961 


I remember toe first time John 
Kennedy met Nikita Khrushchev 
— and the last. It was in Vienna 
In June, 1961, and the Soviet 
chairman had come to toe Amer- 
ican Embassy in his ice cream- 
colored suit and his broad smile. 
Kennedy wri-. ~h<m on. the front 
stairs, in front of hundreds of 
photographers and reporters, and 
the imp In him amid not resist 
a small joke at the Soviet leader’s 
expense. Pointing to a medal 
affixed to Khrushchev's chest, 
the President asked him what 

it was. “It Is the Lenin Peace 

Prize,” Khrushchev responded. 
''Wen," said Kennedy, sa ilin g, 
“don’t do anything here or they’ll 
take it away from you." 

Two days later, when they 
parted after a tough exchange, 
there were no smiles. “It’s going 
to be a cold winter,” Kennedy 
told Khrushchev, referring to 
their conversations about Berlin. 


Ten years? 

I remember a n i g h t in the 
boiler room of a Boston hospital 
a few wfrnitpg after John and 
Jacqueline Kennedy’s third child. 
Patrick, died, six days after he 
was bam. The President had 
fled to the boiler room to weep 
alone, disconsolate. 

I remember toe day he died. 
I remember being on that air- 
plane, 10,000 miles from Dallas, 
with six members of toe Presi- 
dent’s cabinet, when we got toe 
first flash tirai: he had been shot. 


X remember toe consternation and 
the sorrow 46 minutes later when 
the White Bowse , rajng our code 
names, told me over the radio: 

“Wayside, tawj»t is dead.” 

We landed in Washington in 
the early meaning hoars of Nov. 
23 «tnd, after and?&ing at the 
return of John Kennedy’s body 
to the East Room of the White 
House, I finally went to sleep at 
about 5 am in one of the guest 
rooms on the third floor. ■ Several 
hours later, the phone next to 
my bed rang, and I heard the 
telephone operator say: “Mr. Sal- 
inger, toe President is calling.” 
For just a few seconds, the 
thought leaped to my mind that 
all the events of the day had 
been a horrible nightmare. And 
then I heard a second voice — 
“Pierre, this Is Lyndon Johnson” 
— and for the first time it really 
wttna iwm«i to m«» that John Ken- 
nedy was dead. 

Ten years? 


Yes, 1 remember, but that Is 
normal because I was there. But 
why should himdreri^ of millions 
of other people around toe world 
remember? What special magic 
did John Kennedy have that 
indelibly inscribed his name and 
his image on their hearts and 
souls? After all, he was not 
President very long. 

But some of his accomplish- 
ments were ( significant Certain- 
ly we owe the start of detente 
between East and West to John 
Kennedy. The nuclear test-ban 
agreement of 1963, negotiated 
against the advice of all of the 
major UJ3. military leaders, still 
stands out as a first step toward 
bringing some sanity to this 
nuclear world. 


tiast enacted daring hk admin- 
titration was modest In character 
and amount. 

Much o£ his program was 
enacted after his death, parity 
because of his success In awaken- 
ing th* raHrmal to 

problems, partly as & memo- 
rial to his tragic death, and cer- 
tainly In large pert because of 
the legislative abilities of his 
successor. 

Nor was the Kennedy admin- 
istration without its serious re- 
verses. The Bay of Pigs Inva- 
sion in 1961 was a total disaster, 
and while his objectives in Viet- 
nam were limited in nature and 
concept, even he began to regret 
that Involvement In the final 
days of bis life. 

It is fascinating to compare 
Kennedy’s foreign policy record 
with that of Richard Nixon, for 
example. The latter's over t ur e 
to China, enlargement of 
detente- with the Soviet Union, 
his winding down of UJ3. Involve- 
ment in the war in Vletaam, all 
win be recorded as major tam- 
ing points in toe history of thg 
modem world and should have 
pflrnpd hfm toe undying grati- 
tude of his fellow citizens.

Family Credo 


Paradox 


And it was the culmination of 
an extraordinary and still secret 
set of letters between Kennedy 
and Khrushchev, which went on 
even during tire most bitter days 
of cold war confrontation and 
rhetoric. 


But today, we have the paradox 
of a Kennedy remembered with 
nnsfaiigtfl . and love, while Richard 
Nixon may go down in history 
as one of the most despised 
leaders In his country’s history. 

Why is that? Why is a Chur- 
chill more memorable than an 
Attlee, a De Gaulle remembered 
longer than Vincent Auriol, hun- 
dreds of books written about 
Lincoln rather than Van Buren? 

The answer is that men fired 
with idealism have the ability 
to communicate their visions to 
mill ions of people and to mate 
an indelible impression on the 
world. 


Without these letters, the nu- 
clear test-ban treaty would never 
have come into being. It was 
literally negotiated between the 
two leaders through their cor- 
respondence, and then ratified by 
a meeting in Moscow. 


Outer Space 


Domestically, Kennedy's great 
successes were in the fields of 
outer space and civil rights. He 
launched the program that was 
to take Americans to the moon, 
and with his brother, Robert, toe 
attorney general, lie moved the 
nation significantly toward basic 
acceptance of the rights of all 
citizens as provided by the Con- 
stitution. But while the Presi- 
dent, using his office to provide 
a basis of understanding, got the 
nation to accept needed action 
in many fields, Including educa- 
tion and trade, the actual legtsla- 


John Kennedy was such a man. 
He communicated a sense of hope, 
to a world long disillusioned by 
war and domestic struggle. He 
refused to admit that the people 
on this earth were captives of 
their fate, and it was this ex- 
pressed notion of man’s ability 
to shape his own future that 
linked him to miiUmw struggling 
to escape neglect, poverty and 
tyranny. 

Not only that. He understood 
that democracy would sorely fan 
Unless there was trust and belief 
between the g ov ern e ss and the 
governed. People were more apt 
to accept the decisions of gov- 
ernment. he thought, if they 
understood how and why they 
had been reached. 

Even more than hope and 
credibility, there was a human- 
ism about Kennedy. You got 
the impression that he really 
cared about people, not simply as 
voters but as fellow human beings 


But finally, probably the most 
important of Kennedy’s under- 
lying feelings was his belief that 
public service was the highest 
calling for any man. In an era 
of political mediocrity and cyni- 
cism, he preached excellence and 
optimism. 

To understand thfe strain In 
Kennedy, one must credit the 
remarkable family of which he 
was the product. 

An Instilled drive towards ser- 
vice and excellence was the com- 
pelling credo of the Kennedys. 
Robert Kennedy,, speaking . to 
10,000 students at the University 
of South Africa in Durban, per- 
haps expressed it best. 

“ Some believe," he told his 
au d ien c e, “there is nothing one 
man or one woman can do 
against the enormous array of 
toe world's ills. Yet many of the 
world’s greatest movements of 
thought and action have flowed 
from the work of a tth>ti 

A young monk began the Prot- 
estant Reformation, a young 
general extended an empire from 
Macedonia to the besders of the 
earth, and a young woman re- 
claimed the territory of France. 
It was a young Italian explorer 
who discovered the New World, 
and the 32-yeax-old Thomas Jef- 
ferson who proclaimed tout gjj 
men are created equal. 

“These men moved the world, 
and so can we all. Few will have 
the greatness to bend history 
itself, but each of us can work 
to change a small portion of 
events, and in the total of all 
those actions will be written the 
history of this generation. It is 
from numberless diverse acts of 
coinage and belief that human 
history is shaped. Each time a 
man stands up for an Ideal, or 
acts to improve toe lot -of others, 
or strikes out against injustice, 
he sends forth a tiny, ripple of 
hope, and crossing each other

Responsibility 


It seems to me that the talk 
about the famous tapes, Bebe 
Rebozo, and the President's 
abnormally low tax on an abnor- 
mally high income misses an im- 
portant point. A great number 
of men Mr. Nixon personally 
selected for high posts (including 
his twice-selected Vice-President) 
have admitted violating the laws 
of the land. Another group of 
Nixon, people denies any wrongdo- 
ing — but these denials are being 
challenged in courts around toe 
country. In one of his early 
press conferences, Mr. Nixon 
acknowledged “responsibility" for 
these men. But what does this 
"responsibility’’ consist of, really? 

During the three years I served 
on a U.S. warship, I discovered 
that the Navy had a simple 
system. commanding officers 
were responsible for the actions 
of the men under their command. 
Period. No ands, i£s or buts. 
If the error committed was 
grave, the captain was removed 
from command— and his entire 
career went down the drain. This 
actually happened to one com- 
manding officer I served under. 
Now the policy seems hard, but 
It has two effects. It forces other 
captains to select men fix’ key 
posts with esteems care. And lb 


encourages captains to supervise 
their subordinates carefully. 

Should not this same reasoning 
hold for the President of the 
United States? If Mr. Nixon Is 
permitted to continue in office, 
future presidents will understand 
that nobody intends to hold them 
“responsible" for the trespasses 
of their subordinates. It would 
be like telling the captain of a 
ship that he wont be held re- 
sponsible for a collision as long 
as he stays in his cabin.

He notes 
that two of the world's biggest 
ski events are held in Scandi- 
navia: The anpual Holmenkollen 
jumps near Oslo, attracting some

Martin, when on the subject, 
tends to sound like a revivalist 
preacher or an overlyrical travel- 
folder writer: “Imagine a crisp 
morning on a Norwegian, moun- 
tain top," he says, "with the sun 
gently reflected off the snow.

India 
made a form of cayenne pepper which was used in curry powders, 
and it was apparently because they had picked up a taste for strong 
Eastern spicing in India that the English added cayenne pepper 
to their seasonings in the 19th century. 

Capsicum frutescens spread also to the temperate regions, for 
though it is tropical in origin it can be grown in relatively cool 
climates; thus the United States today is able to produce cayenne 
pepper commercially from hot peppers growm on its own territory, 
ns well as from imported ones. In Spain, where such peppers are 
cultivated especially in Murcia, they are used to make a seasoning 
powder called pimenton, which is a form of cayenne pepper. The 
Arabs of North Africa crush cayenne pepper into pil to make the 
hot sauces served with couscous. Europe and North America use 
it to season heavily spiced bisques or to make hot sauces like Tabasco. 

' Some- other scasoners made from the same fruits are not 
cayenne pepper, since they are liquids, but their role in cooking 
is nearer to that of the spice than to that of whole peppers treated 
as vegetables. One of them, used in Spain, was described as early 
as the 16th century by the Spanish naturalist Nicolas Monardes. 
who wrote of the hot capsicum: “When it is chopped into small 
pieces and soaked in bouillon, it gives meat a better taste than 
ordinary, pepper. For this reason it is put in all the things which 
call for spices from the Moluccas, from which it does not differ at 
all”— a statement to which exception may easily be taken, since the 
-chief Molucca spice, the. clove, could hardly be mistaken for cayenne 
pepper. -Monardes's description of how the Spanish seasoner was 
made is almost identical with that of the hot pepper sauce made 
by the Carib Indians in his time, which is still made in the West 
Indies. Chopped hot peppers steeped in vinegar flu the sauce 
bottles found on all West Indian tables today; when a real kick 
is wanted, the hashed peppers are also soaked in rum. 1 

Used in Medicine

U.S. Growth 
Seen Slowing 

WASHINGTON. Nov. 21 CN$T>. 
— A leading economic forecasting 
group estimated yesterday that 
the energy shortage, combined 
with other factors, would cut the 
nation's economic growth in 1974 
to 1.6 percent from 7 percent this 
year, as measured by the “real” 
gross national product. 

The expansion of the economy 
bad already been, expected to 
slow to about 3 percent prior to 
the energy shortage. 

Unemployment would rise, be- 
cause of the slowdown, to about 
55 percent of the labor force by 
the end of the year, compared 
with 45 percent last month, ac- 
cording to the economic group. 

The forecast came from Data 
Resources Inc, beaded by Otto 
Eckstein, a former member of 
the Council of Economic Advisers 
under President Johnson. 

A key assumption of the fore- 
cast was that a combination of 
voluntary and. compulsory mea- 
sures would reduce consumption 
of gasoline and heating oil at 
least to the extent that major 
shortages of fuel for industry 
would be avoided. 

Mr. Eckstein said: “If gasoline 
consumption is curtailed by about 
20 percent through rationing or 
a 25 to 40- cent tax, then industry 
would be able to obtain its neces- 
sary petroleum and energy sup- 
plies.” He added that “there 
would still be some disruptions 
of supplies."

America's Irish Rich

spade In dummy could not he 
established. It was time to assess 
all the available information be- 
fore resorting to the diamond 
finesse.

rpHE' American Irish Catholic 
J- rich are, here we go again, 
different from you. and me. They 
are also,' presumably, sufficiently .

Bir mingham pre- 
sents the story of the American 
Irish rich in narrative form 
rather then through statistics and 
sociological theory. And the nar- 
rative opens by ' plunging the 
reader into the middle of things, 
into that chaotic scene. March 12, 
1970, McDonnell & Co”ls 'plush' of- 
fices at 250 Park Ave„ when the 
company was forced to close Its 
doors for the last time. This 
scene, the end of McDonnell & 
Co^, 'brokerage house of , the 
richest Irish in America, the 
Murrays and McDonnells and 
Cuddihys, gives way to flash- 
blacks— to Ireland, at the time of 
the great potato famine, to the 
arrival of the poor Irish in New 
York in the years of the 1845-55 
famine back . home, to the be- ‘ 
g innings of the. first Irish for- 
tunes. 

The alleged difference between- 
the Protestant and Jewish rich, 
on the one hand, and the Irish 
Catholic rich (PIP’S, or First Irish. 
Families, to Birmingham) on. the : 
other, is that the latter have 
newer money, and — or so the 
FTP's are said to believe— more 
Faith, although they may- fail to 
recognize the version . presented 
here. Birmingham describes him- 
self in the preface as being of 
Irish-Catholic extraction, b at h e 
has strayed a bit from doctrine 
and even f r om everyday concern 
about facts. The “Church’s recent, 
more relaxed stand on divorce 
and marriage to non-CatholIcs” 
will come as news to the Vatican. 

Birmingham mixes up religious 
orders, gets facts wildly wrong 
(Charles Carroll - in 1789. not 
James A O'Gorman in 1911;' was 
the first* Irish-Catholic US.

The book seems badly out of 
proportion. Although it Is sub- 
titled “America’s Irish Rich” it is 
exclusively concerned, with the 
Xrlsh-CatfioZtc rich and even there 
pretty well confined to Ney York, 
with a few Western silver miners 
thrown in — nothing about the. 
Mullanphys or the Careys or the 
McBrides or the Trish rich, out- 
side of New York. Ed Doheny 
does get a couple of chapters and 
one chapter Is, unareountably, de- 
voted to non-Irish, non-CatholIc. 
non-rich Albert FaJL You would 
think that file Irish were suffi- 
ciently endowed with sinners not 
to require the importation of out- 
siders like Albert FaJL

Football’s real centennial comes 
next year, ICO years after Har- 
vard and McGill crossbred rugby 
with a form of blood letting cali- 
c ’ the Boston Game and produc- 
ed the collision sport we know 
today. 

This stemmed from a lofty 
exercise in pig-headedness on 
Harvard’s part. In October, 1873, 
Yale invited Harvard, Rutgers, 
Princeton and Columbia to join 
to an intercollegiate football as- 
sociation to promote soccer. Pre- 
ferring the Boston Game, which 
permitted a player to run with 
the ball, pass it or dribble it, Hsur- 
var snooted the proposal 

If It hadn't been for this. 
Wetherbee writes, soccer would 
have become the big college sport 
and "the republic would thus have 
been deprived of the brilliance of 
Jim Thorpe, the- animating spirit 
of George Gipp. the wisdom of 
Vince Lombardi. Richard M. 
Nixon's storehouse of metaphors 
would have been monumentally 
Impoverished. Joe Namath might 
have been a tall collector at the 
Beaver Falls exit on the Pennsyl- 
vania Turnpike." 

Digging further back into his- 
tory. the article reports on a 
primitive amusement called 
“Bloody Monday." that occupied 
the Yales and Hrrvards in the 
Erst half of the lPth century. On 
the first Monday of each term, 
sophomores took the field pgainst 
freshmen, ostensibly to kick a 
soccer ball around, but the bull 
was considered superfluous. In 
1858. a New York newspaper 
reported: 

“This history of this annual 
contest, if told without a shade 
of exaggeration, would make 
nearly the same impression on 
the public mind as a Spanish 
bullfight . . . Boys and young men 
were pitted against each other by 
scores and fifties. They knocked 
each other down, tore off the 
clothing, and. after the contest 
was over, eyes were bunged, faces 
blacked and bloody. Ehirts and 
coats torn to rags and shins 
broken.'* 

"Bloody Monday" evidently had 
something in common with foot- 
ball as it was played centuries 
earlier in Great Britain. Of that 
sport. Britannica says. “Richard

Sir 
Thomas Elyot, describes football 
in his ‘'Book of the Governor” 
(153D as “nothing but beastely 
fury and extreme violence, where- 
of proceeded hurte and con- 
sequently rancour and malice to 
remayn ' with thym that be 
wounded, wherefor it is to be put 
In perpetual silence.” 

To Philip Stubbes. puritan au- 
thor of the “Anatomic of Abuses” 
(1583), football was “a devilish a 
pcsstlme . . . and heroes groweth 
envy, rancour and malice and 
sometimes brawling raurther, 
homicide and great effusion of 
blood, as experience daily tea- 
cheth.” 

“Kings of England began to 
fear that the youth of the coun- 
try was being distracted from 
the proper study of archery.” 
Britannica says. “A Scottish 
writer reports that the Anglo- 
Scottish war, which began to 
1297, was not taken with a proper 
seriousness by either party; King 
Edward I's football consisted of 
2,500 levies from Cheshire and 
Lancashire, of whom the Lan- 
castrians were old opponents of 
the Scots Raiders and had to be 
restrained by orders to their 
commanders from playing foot- 
ball with Instead of fighting their 
hereditary enemies.” 

And finally, Mrs. Gloria Stei- 
nem might be interested by Bri- 
c&nnlca's report that, in the Scot- 
tish county of Midlothian, “the 
married women of a parish used 
to play the spinsters and almost 
invariably beat them severely.”

Yugoslavia’s Coach

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Chile Rejects Soviet Bid 
To Put Off Soccer Game

ZURICH, Nov. 21.— Chile reject- 
ed a Soviet bid for postponement 
of their World Soccer Cup qualify- 
ing match today, thereby' appar- 
ently eliminating any way to 
avoid Russia’s disqualification. 

The match had been schedul- 
ed for today to Santiago at the 

National Stadium, but the Soviet 
team refused to play there be- 
cause it bad been used as a de- 
tention camp lor leftists after 
the military overthrow of the 
Allende government to September. 

Helmut Kaeser, secretary-gen- 
eral of the International Football 

Federation, said, “I do not know 
on which, rule the Soviet Union 
could avoid formal disqualifica- 
tion. But. of course, the final 
word is with the Word Cup Or- 
ganizing Committee." 

The committee had voted. 15-4, 
last month— alter sending three 

FIFA investigators *- Santiago — 

that the game be played in San- 
tiago as scheduled. Moscow, how- 
ever, had remained adamant 
against playing not only in San- 
tiago but anywhere In Chile. 

Soviet Cable 

Then a Soviet cable arrived at 
FIFA headquarters last re- 

questing the postponement and 
consideration of the issue at an 
extraordinary meetin g of the ex- 
ecutive committee of FIFA. 

The text of the cable immedi- 
ately was transmitted to Chile, 
which “ categorically rejected” the 
Soviet request for postponement. 

"Chile states that they are 
ready to play the Soviet Union 
today at 18:30 hours to "-nt’igo, 
as originally agreed with their 
opponents. They fur ther ask that 
Article 22 of the FIFA World Cup 
regulations be applied, i.c. that 
the Soviet Union be declared the 
losers if they fail to play the 
return match.” 

Kaaser said that he has tried to 
obtain from the Soviet Union an 
answer to why it had agreed with 
Chi'e on the two sites and dates 
during a meeting In Zurich Sept. 
21, and came forward with its 
demand for a neutral site only 
after the teams played a draw 
in Moscow Sept. 26. 

"Both countries had already 
severed relations before the 
Zurich meeting,” he noted. "I 
asked them [the Soviets! why 
they did not raise objections im- 
mediately because then it would 
have been possible 'to play both 
games on neutral sites. But. by 
playing in Moscow, the Chfeans 
acquired the right to play the 


second leg In Chile, I have re- 
ceived no answer to my ques- 
tion." 

No Precedent 

Kaeser conLrmed that there is 
no precedent in World Cup his- 
tory to which a nationr* t — i 
that did not show up for a 
scheduled game was spared dis- 
qualification. 

An FIFA statement today, how- 
ever. said that the final decision 
remains with the organizing com- 
mittee. The phrase was consider- 
ably more cautious than an ^IFA 
press release last week which an- 
nounced that the Russians “ex- 
c'uded themselves*' from the 
World Cup tournament by refus- 
ing to play Chile In Chile. 

Iu Moscow, the Tass news 
agency claimed that the Soviet- 
Chilean controversy was ~’' t to 
get England into the finals of the 
World Cup. 

It said that Sir S tanley F. Rous, 
president of FIFA, is the ccn- 
sptrator. Its reasoning went like 
this: 

FIFA ordered the Soviet Union 
to p'ay its game with Chile in 
Santiago, knowing it would re- 
fuse an d thus be eliminated. That 
would then provoke a walkout of 
East European qualifiers. Includ- 
ing Poland, which eliminated 
England from the final. England 
would then take Poland's place, 
Tass said. 

Tass said that Rous was well 
aware that the Santiago stadium 
had been turned into “a concen- 
tration camp, a place of torture 
and murder of Chilean patriots.”

was started by a 
group of pilgrims (pelerine) who 
Tied from VAngleterrc before the 
McCarran Act to found a colony 
In the New World (Le Nouveau 
Monde) where they could shoot 
Tnriltmn (Les Peaux-Rouges) and 
eat turkey (dinde) to their heart’s 
content. They landed at a place 
called Plymouth (now a famous 
voiture amAricaine) in a wooden 
Bailing ship called the Mayflower 
(Fleur de Mai) in 1620. 

But while the pelerine were 
wiling the diodes, the Peaux- 
Rouges were killing the pelerins, 
and there were several hard win- 
ters ahead for both of them. The 
only way the Peaux-Rouges help- 
ed the pelerins was when they 
taught them to grow corn (Inals'). 
The reason they did this was 
became they liked com with their 
pilerins. 

• * ■ 


In 1623, alter another harsh 
year, the pelerins’ crops were so 
good that they decided to have a 
celebration and give thanks be- 
cause more mats was raised by 
the pelerins than pilerins were 
killed by Peaux-Rouges. 

Every year on the Jour de 
Merci Donnant, parents tell their 
children an amusing story about 
the first celebration. 

It concerns a brave capitaine 
named Miles Stan dish (known In 
France as KUam&tres Deboutish ) 
and a young, shy lieutenant nam- 
ed Jean Alden. 

Both of them were in love 


with a flower of Plymouth called 
Priscilla Mullens Coo transla- 
tion). The vieux capitaine said 
to the jeune lieutenant: 

"Go to the danwi Priscilla 
faUest Ms vtte chez Prts&na),VbB 
loveliest mftiifen of Plymouth (la 
plus joUe demoiselle de Ply- 
mouth). Say that a blunt old 
captain, a ma.n not of words but 
of action fun vieux Fan fan la 
Tulipe), offers his hand and his 
heart, the hBTifl and heart of a 
soldier. Not In these words, you 
know, but this, in shorty is my 
meaning, 

"1 am a maker of war (je s uis 
un fabricant de la guerre) and 
not a maker of phrases. You, bred 
as a scholar ivous, gui fifes pain 
comme un etudiant), can say it 
in elegant language,- such as you 
read in your books of the plead- 
ings and woolngs of lovers, such 
as you think best adapted to win 
the heart of the maiden." 

Although Jean was fit to be 
tied (convenable a Ktte embaHi). 
friendship prevailed over love and 
he went to his duty. But instead 
of using elegant language, he 
blurted out his mission. Prlsclll* 
was muted with amazement and 
sorrow (r endue muette par Titon- 
nement et la tristesge).

At length she exclaimed, inter- 
rupting the ominous silence: Tf 
the great captain of Plymouth Is 
so very eager to wed me, why 
does he not come himself and 
take the farouble to woo me?" 
(Oil est-U, le vieux Kilometres? 
Pourquoi ne vient-U p as anpres 
de moi pour tenter sa chance?) 

Jean said tJiafi Kilometres De- 
boutish was very busy and didn’t 
have time for those things. He 
staggered on, what a won- 

derful husband Kilometres would 
make. Finally Priscilla arched 
her eyebrows and said in a trem- 
ulous voice: "Why don't you 
speak for yourself, Jean?" (A 
chacun son poUtPJ 

And so, on the fourth Thurs- 
day in November, American fami- 
lies sit down at a large table 
brimming with tasty dishes, and 
for the only time during the year 
eat better than the French do. 

No one can deny that Le Jour 
de Merd Donnant is a grande 
fete and no matter how well-fed 
American faw<n«w are, they never 
forget to give thanks to KOomd- 
tres Deboutish, who made this 
great day possible.

Simone Signoret: life 
Is What Really Counts 


pASffl (THT). — Although Simone Signo- 
A ret hasn't made an international film since 
Sidney Lumet's leaden-winged The Sea 
Gull," she has been steadily occupied in 
French films, fanning on occasion an un- 
likely but very workable acting team with 
Aipjn Delon anj taking a ch&ncc on un- 
knowns such as Costa Gavras, who plater 
went on to make “Z” 

Next week her latest ffim will come out 
In Paris: "Rude Jounce pour la Reine" 
(Rough. Day for the Queen), a comedy- 
drama directed by -Rene Allio. in it she 
plays a woman, in we of Paris's 

nii^pr suburbs who for a day breaks out 
of ' her dreary life in a series of comic 
fan tasies 

"For me it was fascinating," Miss Signo- 
ret says. “I understood her, I think I 
understood her. I was terribly honest with 
the physique— big shoes, a. shopping bag, 
an old raincoat— a badly cut one, not a 
Burberry. At first the rushes were really 
sad to look at” 

Early in her career Miss Signoret noticed 
that "acting creates the Illusion of life . . . 
but if you give everything to acting you 
will miss your own life.” She has always 
preferred to give more to life and this, she 
says, has helped her work: “I have more 
pleasure now because 1 can go deeper. 
When I was young, I had no experience 
of life. People who say experience of act- 
ing is what counts — baloney 1 Experience 
of life is what gives you a wider scale of 
feelings. 

“To live you must really live so you can 
give back what you have experienced. 
When you're hired for a part by an em- 
ployer you’d better have lived, because 
books don't tell you how to love, cheat 
or lie.” 

Simone Signoret lives. The startling 
blonde beauty of her first great film. 
“Casque d'Or,” has passed and she doesn't 
mind. Tf 1 didn’t work. Pd lock at old 
pictures of myself and say, look at how 
adorable I was. But I function, fin 
neither sad nor bitter nor out of work.” 

She is inquisitive, tactful, tough, a soft 
touch, opinionated «.r>d eager to listen. She 
enjoys a drink, was involved in politics be- 
fore it was a fashionable, or even sensible, 
thing to be, answers her telephone with 
false voices that end out sounding more 
like her than she does (her current voice 
is, she claims, that of a very chic bi- 
lingual secretary; before that it was a 
downtrodden member of the Russian pro- 
letariat). She and her husband, Yves 
Montand, have been known to eavesdrop 
and collapse with laughter at the outrage- 
ous things strangers say about them when 
they pass their ground-floor window. 


Today, as She often does, Shnone Signoret 
is having lunch ait the bistro next to her 
house. ’When the weather is fine she sits 
cm the sidewalk outside her own window 
so when the telephone rings she can reach 
lnririff and answer. She has quite brazenly 
done the unthinkable *h(ng for an actress: 
She has let herself go: 

*Tve never hied to stay as I was 20 
years ago, I’ve never tried to arrange my- 
self or dye my hair. Finally I resemble 
a great proportion of the population. 
People say *ooh la la’ when they see me. 
I don't care.” 

As a result, while the carefully preserved 
beauties sit on the shelf, Simone Signoret 
works constantly, which as she says isn’t 
easy for a woman in her early 50s. "It’s 
very seldom that people feel like telling the 
story of a woman of .that age. Men of 
that age get big rotes while a woman, all 
sbe can play is someone whose husband 
has left her for a younger woman.” 

Two Sets 

Simone Signoret has been unhappy on 
only two film sets: "Les Diaboliques" and 
a recent one she'd rather forget. "It's a 
ffite to be there and It's sad when it's done. 

“It’s a ffite because It's amusing. You 
stay a child— you listen and you reply. 
That’s all. No method. Strasberg makes 
me want to scream. And zro psycho- 
analysis — if you empty yourself, what’s 
left? 

"Now I can speak of Jeanne [the clean- 
ing woman in “Rude Joumfie pour la 
Reine’]. I cant speak of a character 
while ftimiTig , it might rrrin something while 
rm Bring her Ufa I cant even speak 
about it with the people Fm working with. 
People say, how ore you going to do this 
bit? I say, I dent know, (bank God. There 
are actors who can write down what they’re 
going to do. Until J do it, I have no 
premeditation. 

"When, you start to dress the character, 
it starts to live. Dressing a character is 
already working on the character. Even 
before you’ve started filming, the moment 
you’ve said yes to a character, your life 
changes. If tomorrow I were playing an 
ambassadress, I'd start to walk on the 
Faubourg St. Honors. I'd buy Vogue. I'd 
look at things differently. 

"If I played a pediatrician I wouldn’t 
study medicine but I would go to hospitals. 
With Stanley Kramer for *81119 of Fools’ 
we spent the day at Synanon seeing drug 
addicts. I didn’t want to be ridiculous to 
my dope- addict friends. 

"The day you put on your clothes for the 
film, it’s done. She is herself. You are

her. from then on, you mustn't think 
about it. 

Tn *La Veuve Cauderc* I played a 
peasant woman in. her late 40s. The film 
was set in 1934. The first day, when Alain. 
Delon saw my clothes, I saw be was afraid,. 
The producer, too, there was terror in their 
eyes. Aip-in said, ‘You’re going to look 
Uke that’? I knew he was thinking, what 
will people ink of me, sleeping with that 
old bag? It took him a few hours, but it 
finally worked, out and the result had a 
sort of quad-maternal tenderness. If rd 
wanted, to play it younger, it would just 
have been the story of an old tart after 
a young man. 

"All that,” Miss Signoret says, "is very 
mysterious. I know people have theories. 
I don’t, Marion Brando is supposed to be 
a product of the Actors 1 Studio. My- foot! 
He’s a product of Marion Brando” 

Miss Signoret gava up acting once to 
tour with her husband. T gave it up com- 
pletely. It didn’t last, thank God. I think 
the reason our love story is stm going — 
not in the same way, but still going— is 
that I didn’t give it up.” 

The fascination right now Is "the joy of 
denying yourself the facility of doing what 
you've already done.’’ If a project sounds 
good, she says shell go anywhere to film 
it— T mean anywhere except Spain, Greece 
or Portugal,’’ she amends. 

The waitress brings coffee and two Amer- 
ican boys approach and ask in trembling 
French for an autograph. Simone Signo- 
ret signs and says in English, "Where are 
you from?” “Berkeley,” they reply. "Sit 
down and tell me about Berkeley,” she says, 
gesturing for chairs. And she sits there 
and listens most attentively while they do.
